StiAKiM, M nrvh 1 t, 1"' ]'. m. - 
Shortly afiAtr I s«ni oil' my massage of 
yeaterdialy, the: force returned to the 
zariba to bivouac for (.ho night. Tho 
day was won, but there was still luird 
work to do in searching for the ini.ss- 
ing. This work was in u greut mea- 
sure accomplish* 1 *! by tfie mounted in- 
fantry. Mujor Turner, too, who. is al- 
ways to the fore in emergencies, 
brought in many of those whom -we 
liiul lost. We had a Bad scene in camp 
at dusk, when if was necessary to bury 
our dead. Those five minutes during 
■which our men could not stand against 
the rebel charge had caused. 

CHEAT LOSS AMONG OCR TROOPS. 

As I said yesterday, the Black 
Watch had- suffered more heavily than 
anv other regiment, but other branches 
of the service had also to deplore the 
loss of (heir number. Night came on 
before we were able to recover all tho 
missing. Major Turner was out search- 
ing till the last, and was finally order- 
ed in, when he reported that there 
were still from -i' to 30 men on the 
ground. 

THE NltillT PASSED QUIETLY. 

We had somewhat expected an at- 
tack, hut none came, and we were only- 
disturbed at intervals by the noise 
made by the rebels in calling to one 
another and apparently wailing and 
praying. Vet not a shot was fired into 
tho zariba, and we discovered in the 
morning that the enemy's occupation 
had been the burying of their dead. 
Thev bad not had time to inter all, so 
they had buried their Sheiks only. 
That they were entirely rowed was 
proved by their not tiring at us, al- 
though they were within 300 or 100 
yards of ourcamp. 

This morning the troops marched out 
at 8 a. m. The movement, was call- 
ed 

A HECONXoISSANCE IN FORCE, 
though innahty it was an advance of 
the entire force, save the Naval Brig- 
ade, which was left behind because the 
General thought the guns would be 
heavy to draw, and that there would 
be no fight, In this furmise the Gen- 
eral was right The cavalry, which 
had passed the night at Baker's zariba, 
reached the advanced zariba at Mount 
Kassim at about 7 in the morning. 
They at once proceeded to scour the 
country in search of the enemy. The 
mounted infant rv was also on outpost 
du'iy, and doing good work among tho 
bills. B.-vond the valley were found 
several groups of rebels, who fled be- 
fore them. 

At 8 a. m. the troops advanced in 
the same formation as yesterday, ex- 
cept that the 1st Brigade was some- 
what in advance on the right instead of 
in the rear. Without any obstac le 
they reached the valley, marching over 
a tract very 

'UIIIOKLY STREWN WITH DEAD REBELS. 

Tin! 1st Brigade then descended the 
valley, and inclinning to the right 
reached the springs, where the horses, 
mules, and camels were watered. They 
then climbed the .steep sides of the val- 
ley and made over the hills for 
Tamasi, which village was reached about 
10.30. The cavalry and mounted in- 
fantry meanwhile crowned the hills all 
round. The ground was very difficult 
for troops, the hillsides being covered 
with loose stones, very dangerous for 
cavalry work. The village of Tamasi 
is situated in a hollow some 500 yards 
in area .and surrounded by high, steep 
rocks. The liOth halted at the top of 
the rocks, while the 75th descended in- 
to the valley and ransacked the huts. 
The cavalry meanwhile kept the hills 
around', the regels tiring at us in a des- 
ultory fashion from the mountain 
tops. 

A great quantity of ammunition for 
rifles and a large number of shells were 
found in the village, part of which was 
burnt yesjerday, but w hich was not by 
anv means entirely destroyed. In sever- 
al huts also 

STACKS OF RIFLES WERE POUND. 
These were at once destroyed by our 
men. As the rebels showed no signs of 
n wish to attack our men the infantry 
were withdrawn after some time, the 
sun being very hot, to the springs in 
the first valley. The mounted infantry 
were then recalled, and the cavalery 
ordered to set tire to the entire village, 
where a great quantity of Remington 
rifles had been found and destroyed, 
and where, in some of the huts, were 



collected as many as 3U or 10 boxes of 
ammunition, and many shells belong- 
ing to tho guns taken from .Sdnkat, 
Tokar, and El Teh. 

THK FMUNfl O E Till-: VILLAGE, 

with its stores and ammunition, afford- 
ed us a wonderful spectacle. At a short 
distance anyone would have thought 
that a fearful battle was raging in the 
valley beneath us. Volley til ing was per- 
fectly represented by w hole boxes of 
Remington cartridges exploding at one 
time, while every now and then the ex- 
plosion of heavy shells added to the 
realism of the scene. 

The village of Tamasi having hcen 
burnt, 1 returned with the cavalry to 
the springs in the first valley, and there, 
hearing that tin? tro,.|>s were all tore- 
turn to Baker's zariba to day. I left the 
force to ride on to Suakim ( In the way 
1 passed over yesterday's battle-field 
witli Captain Shule, ami there found a 
woundod rebel, who by some mysteri- 
ous chance, had not been killed yester- 
day after tho fight. 1 questioned him as 
to how many rebels wore in the light 
He said nearly 12,000. I inquired 
where Ostnan Digma had been, lie re- 
plied that before the battle he had been 
in t he village of Tamasi, and afterwards 
he did not know where Omii.iii hud 
gone to. I asked him. 

HOW M ANV REBELS HAH BEEN KILLED IN 
THE F1UIIT. 

He said 1,000, and when 1 asked if 
the rebels .would fight again. In; said 
never, as long as they lived, agaiimi the 
English. The poor fellow seemed bitter 
against Digma, |who,jhe said, had boast- 
ed too much of victory. J then rode on. 

'The troops are now returning to 
Saukim, and it is to he hoped the expedi- 
tion is nt an end. We can do no more. 
If we advance into the mountains wo 
can but fight the rebels when they 
choose to fight us, and for as long as 
they choose to hold out. Should wo go 
to Berber even, in these circumstances 
we could accomplish nothing, for when 
once the army had passed, the road 
would be no safer than it was before. 
We have now two can Is left -—first, ne 
gotiatiou, which may probably fail, 
Osman Digma being apparently a 
thorough fanatic Then a t honiutrh 
supervision of the Bed Sea ports am 
all the other outlets both on this side 
and on the Djeddah side, by which 
means wo can, if we choose, put. an ab- 
solute stop to slavery and thoroughly 
check Osman Digma and his friends. 
As to thoroughly subduing the rebels, 
wdio are ready to fight us wherever we 
may meet them, it is altogether out of 
the question.

CANADA 



AS AN EMIGRATION 
FIELD. 



The Knglisli papers, rather tnrilily, are 
laboring must ussiduously Ui direct Um 
stream of iunnignition from the t inted 
Suites tci the British Colonies. Even the 
Loudon Times, which nun- advised the 
colonies to '"go," and in consequence drew 
forth from the poet laureate h scathing 
relmke, hns become a wurni friend of Cana- 
da and earnestly urges Englishmen seeking 
new homes to go there in preference to the 
States. Much this change of sentiment 
is due to the exertions of the Marquis of 
Lome, who has proved one of the best and 
truest friends Canada lias ever known. 
Lord Dutn rin is a great .statesman and ruled 
t lie country on constitutional lilies, but he 
wns eohl-blooded and lived in Canada be- 
cause n gave him an opportunity to display 
his Hue abilities. He cared nothing for the 
country. Lome is a statesman, too; but In 
is nisi) ii lover of Canada, and shut Ins re- 
turn home lias never failed to make its 
advantages as a field of emigration known. 
A recent number of the Liverpool Post says: 
•'Now that spring with its bright sunshine 
and its genial breezes is once more with us, 
we may expect to sue the tide of emigration 
to Canada and the United Status setting in 
in its usual if not increased dimensions. 
The emigration to Canada last veal was the 
largest on record. Whilst in the course of 
the hist four years emigration to the United 
States has remained practically stationary, 
the figures for Canada show that the vast 
resources of the Dominion ure not only be- 
coming better known, but arc year by year 
being taken advantage of by increasing 
numbers of people. Now that a great im- 
petus has been given to emigration to Man- 
itoba and the north-western provinces of 
Canada, the number of people who are sunt 
for year alter year by friends in Canada in 
order to join them there is increasing enor- 
mously, and in a very short time we may 
expect to see emigration from England and 
Ireland to the United States not merely 
stationary, as at present, but very materially 
reduced. It is not, however, from Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland alone that emi- 
grants are Hocking to Canada, but from all 
parts of the continent of Europe Norway, 
Sweden, Germ, ny and itii Russia , yearly 
contributing their quota. The total lium- 
bor ol immigrants who settled in Canada 
last year was 1U3.3UB, again 1 12.45H in 
188'2; mid us each immigrant is ca'c dated to 
lake with him to the land of his adoption 
an average of §0(1, it will be seen that, 
whilst the immigrant who is willing to work 
can easily earn a good living for himself, 
the benefit of the finances to the country 
from this accumulation of immigration must 
be very large. The extent to which Canada 
has in the past benefitted by immigration 
may be learned from the fact that in 1870, 
when the Northwest Territories were taken 
over by the Dominion government, the 
population only numbered a few hundreds, 
whilst there are now between Winnipeg and 
the Kooky Mountains upwards of 'Jul), (11)1) 
people. As we have, however, before point- 
ed out in these columns, there is ample 
room in Canada for all who may go to it for 
the next fifty or hundred years, whether 
from Great Britain and Ireland or from 
the European continent. There are in the 
great Northwest Territories, of which Man- 
itoba is only a small section, millions upon 
millions of rich arable land, capable of im- 
mense crops of grain with an expenditure of 
comparatively little labor or capital." 

HOyA L CITY POLITICO. 

The political pot is boiling in N v West- 
minster. Already three men press tor 
ward to till the. sent vacated by Mr. Arm 
strong. Let us look at them: Mr. Cun- 
ningham as an early pioneer and success- 
ful merchant, naturally, comes first. He 
has, by careful and steady application to 
business for nearly a quarter of a century, 
gradually risen until now he enjoys the 
reputation of being wealthy. Thoroughly 
identified with the city, all his interests 
are concentrated there. In addition to 
that, he has had several years' parliamen- 
tary experience, having very creditably 
represented the electoral district id New 
Westminster in the Dominion ilouse of 
Commons. He has also taken an active 
and prominent part in municipal atliairs, 
and has tilled the civic chair. .Mr. Cun- 
ningham comes forward as a staunch sup- 
porter of the. present administraton. 
There are no ifs about it. He approves 
of the policy of the present government 
and if elected will support it. Mr. Ed- 
monds, although not so long resident, may 
also lay claim (o rank as a pioneer, and 
he, too, has been closely identified with 
the municipal institutions of the city, 
His business career has been more cheq- 
uered and less successful than that of Mr. 
Cunningham, although, he is understood 
to have realized a large sum from Port 
Woody property, where li i h interests for 
the most part lie— -a point likely to tell 
against him in the present contest, as one 
can hardly imagine the "Royal City"will 
consent to have her interests subordinated 
to those of a rival. He also, although 
qualified!/, announces himself a supporter 
of the present government. Mr. IJolc is 
an ambitious young barrister, whose ud- 
ventin tho province is of much more re- 
cent date and whose knowledge of its 
politics must bo very limited. Ho gives 
no si"n us to which side he would ho on 
if elected; and it may not, therefore, be 
unfair, to aseunie that he would be found 
"on the fence." With much less claim 
to public "coii/iderice then the other two, 



he also is handicapped in tho present race 
by having all, or nearly all, his interests 
centred in Port Moody. Such is a brief 
skutchof the three candidates at present 
in the field, and the ballot-box will tell on 
Monday which is the favorite. It would, 
indeed, be strange if New Westminster, 
did not send a statinch supporter of the 
present government, for if that govern- 
ment has erred at all, it has been in being 
too liberal to our friends on the banks of 
the Fraser. 

THE DASTARDLY OUTRAGE ON 
THE RAIL WA Y. 

The government of British Columbia 
have taken prompt action to bring to jus- 
tice the inhuman scoundrels who removed 
the fish plates and spikes from the railroad 
brack near Niconien Slough for tho pur- 
pose of wrecking the railway train by of- 
fering a reward of §2,500. Mr. A. Onder- 
donk, in a spirit which does him infinite 
credit, supplements tho government re- 
ward with an additional sum. of $1,000. 
These offers should stimulate the provin- 
cial police department to activity. It is 
not to the credit of the department that so 
few, if any, of the perpetrators of great 
crimes have been successfully tracked. 
There is hardly on record a case where 
there has been even average detective abil- 
ity shown. Last fall three horrible murders 
of white men were committed on the 
mainland and there have been no convic- 
tions. Let the department make an ex- 
ertion to earn the 8:5,500 reward now of- 
fered and it will redeem itself The wreck- 
ing of a railway train is as enormous a 
crime as tho tiring of an inhabited house 
after all the doors have been locked and 
the windows nailed down.

CHINESE M I L UOS A I It lis. 

A Visit to a Rich Emu to- — A 
Numerous rami I v. 

I was permitted the very rare privilege 
of passing over the famous Uonqua estate 
one of the wealthiest and most imposing 
homes in this whole empire. The eldest 
Uonqua died some forty years ago sup- 
posed to beworth nearly a million of do| 
lars for every year of his life. His wealth 
is illustrated by the fact that when the 
English demanded a ransom ol several 
million dollars for the city of Canton about 
tho time when they were holding the city 
Mr. Honqua came forward and said: 

" Permit me the h inpiness of donating 
$1,10(1,000." 

And the citizens cheerfully accorded 
him that. Of the sons, grandsons, and 
great grandsons now living on the estate 
(including of course, the servants, for in 
China the patriarchal system prevails and 
servants are reckoned as members of the 
family) there aro about four hundred per- 
sons. 

Por a time we strolled about in the 
countless courts and outer halls of the 
place in order to give the family a chance 
to take cognizance of our presence. Every- 
thing was grand, massive and gloomy, but 
not by any means pretty. We were es- 
corted into a cherry orchard where there 
were perhaps J 00 trees of a Chinese varie- 
ty of this fruit, all in full bloom. The 
odor from their billowy burdenof blossoms 
that hung on the boughs was so sweet that 
the air seemed to rise and fall in waves of 
perfume. The ground was literally white 
underneath with a carpet of fallen petals. 

We now began to encounter representa- 
tives of the family who flocked about us 
numerously and cordially remarked"! 'Inn 
chin" in greeting. They wore the tines) 
and most cleanly looking Celestials 1 Imvo 
yet seen in China though 1 must roluc 
tantly announce that the girls affected 
small feet and the young men cultivated 
immensely long linger nails. These are 
indispensable badges of aristocracy, how 
ever. Not only did the wives and daugh- 
ters peep out at us from behind curtained, 
windows, but they came out in plain sight 
and bowed timidly. They were painted 
clear to their foreheads and had their lips 
covered with vorniillion. Their feet were 
invariably small — or rather mangled and 
their attire was exceedingly immaculate. 
The li'tle tots Mocked about us not at all 
afraid, apparently, reaching out then- cute 
little hands and piping the salutation 
"Chin-chin." Their cleanliness made them 
the first native children I have seen in 
China wjio were attractive. Some of them 
got hold of the plug hat, of .Mr. Seymour 
and in great glee began trying it on. 



EUROPE 
LONDON, April 13.— The Observer says: 
If American law cannot reach the dyna- 
miters it ought to be altered. A demand 
to this effect might be fairly addressed to 
the ' government at Washington, as the 
main contention for the Alabama claim 
was that it is the duty of every govern- 
ment to have such municipal law as will 
provent injury to citizens of a friendly 
state.

This treat- 
ment ill colic works almost magical. I 
! h ive seen cases that have resisted other 
treatment for hours yield to this in ton 
minutes. There is nothing that will so 
promptly cut short a congestion of the 
lungs, sore throat or rheumatism as hot 
water when applied promptly and thor- 
oughly. Pieces of cotton batting dipped 
in hot water and kept, applied to old sores 
or new cuts, bruises and sprains is the 
treatment now generally adopted in hos- 
pitals. 1 have seen a sprained ankle cured 
in an hour by showering it. with hot* water 
poured from a height, of three feet. Tepid 
water acts as promptly as an emetic and 
hot water is taken freely half an hour be- 
fore bedtime is the best of cathartics in the 
case of constipation, while it has a most 
soothing effect, on the stomach and bowels. 
This treatment continued for a few mouths 
with prompt attention to diet will cure 
any curable case of dyspepsia.

. Tin; I'mutiila Disaster. 

Following is the full text of the finding 
in the Umatilla case, made by the- local 
inspectors Thursday last at Seattle: 

After a careful review of all the evi- 
dence in tho case, wo can arrive at but 
ono conclusion, namely, that the steam- 
ship Umatilla was thrown out of her 
course by a strong current setting to the 
northward and eastward. 

According to the course steered, had the 
ship made that course, sho should have 
gone at least ton or twelve miles to the 
westward of Flattery reefs. 

It is well known by experienced naviga- 
tors that it is of frequent occurrence in 
the winter months that there is a strong 
"set" to tho current northward, extending 
from the Columbia river. This set in- 
creases in velocity as it neara the Straits 
of Juan dfi'Fuca, where everything drift- 
ing north by its flow is drawn in. This 
has often been verified by wreckage 
brought from the vicinity of Gray's har- 
bor, Shoalwator Bay and the Columbia 
river. At tho time of tho disaster to the 
Queen of the Pacific on tho Columbia 
river bar, Iroight thrown oyer to lighten 
the ship was in a short time thereafter 
picked up off Capo Flattery by the Indians. 
Also at the time of the less of the steam- 
ship Pacific in 1875, thirty miles south- 
west of the capo, the wreckage from 
where she sank was drifted a hundred 
"miles into and up the straits inside of 70 
hours; wreckage from her finding its way 
even as far north as the north end of tho 
(iulf of Georgia, the last survivor being 
picked up nearly off Race Rocks, and 
some of the remains of persons lost, at 
that time being picked up on San Juan 
Island. 

With these local "causes, together with 
the fact there was a blinding snowstorm 
prevailing at tho time, wo consider it a 
case where the most skilful navigator 
might have made the same mistake. In 
view of the above facts, we do find 
that Captain Frank Worth is exonerated 
from material blame for tho loss of the 
steamer Umatilla on the evening of Feb. 
a'Jih, 1884. 

Wo would fail in our duly to bravery 
and daring did we fail to eongiatulate 
chief officer John A. O'Brien (after being 
almost providentially loft by the ship) for 
the manner in which ho brought her into 
prut, thereby saving valuable property.

Osmaii Dlgina's Defiance to the 
British Army. 



The answer of the 21 shiekhs in Osinun 
Digma's camp to the proposition to make 
terms with the British is a curious docu- 
ment.

and that he heard Sharon introduce M'ss 
Hill to True a3 ".Mrs. Sharon." Wells, in 
his testimony, gave full particulars of the 
circumstances, and the cross-examination 
failed to shako his evidence. True, who 
expects to live only a few days, had an- 
nounced that ho wished his testimony in 
the case taken before dying. In his dis- 
position he denies walking with Wells on 
Sutter street or mooting either Sharon or 
Miss Hill; he says that the testimony was 
trumped up with Miss Hill, who, on her 
examination, was Drat to testify to tho 
meeting on Sutter street and he and 
Wells wore to confirm the statement . 11-3 
said in answer to a question "I went to see 



if I could get hold of any business con- 
nected with the case, so as to make some 
money out of it. Tyler arranged for me 
to be introduced to Miss Hill. I had a 
conversation with her about the affair and 
wo made up tho arrangement that sho was 
to swear she was introduced to mo by 
Sharon as hi3 wife and I was to sub- 
stantiate tho affair and bring in Wolls to 
confirm it.

It. The applicant for such permission (hail obtain 
from the City Survej 01 u valuation of the building 
he desires to remove ana shall enclose such valua- 
tion with bis application. All applications tor the 
removal of any building shall be accompanied by a 
tee of $5 and shall state the number of days required 
for such removal.
